WROUGHOUT Europe to- 
day there {Is a great move- 
ment for improving the conditlons-of 
youth, and-incidentally for making 
fe more tolerable for the worlcer, 
whether clerical or manual. To 
escupe cach week-end from: the 
tedium of the desk: or the workshop 
to the fréedom of ‘nature Is a boon 
which our yolith of to-day has seized 
on avidly. - . 

Tt is quite usual‘ in every country 
to see groups of fine boys and girls 
touring with bicycles or -hilcing 
merrily along byways of field and 
forest. 
and as light as possible, so that the 
elements can: brown the glowing 
skin, which enrlier gentrations 
thought it improper .to reveal; the 
rippling muscles and the lithe mos 
Rive cloquent testimony to the sane- 
ness of such a mode of life. 

In Germany, of course, the “naxed- 
eulture’ is much more widesprend 
than In England, Here, at any rate, 
we do not percelve the advantage of 
discurding . the already exiguous 
clothing of modern youth. .. But 
complete bodily freedom is desirable; 
clothes should be casy-fitting and 
shot well cut, In order that .the 
delicious activities of jumping, run- 
ning snd climbing come with perfect 
euse, : . 


CATE of the body should 
begin in  babyhood. In- 
fants brought to welfare centres or 
to doctors when they are .a ~ few 
weeks old have any abnormality 
noted and corrected without loss of

deformity of the feet may pass un- 
noticed unt!) the doctor examines the 
child, The littie bones can be gently 
and easily moulded in infancy and 
the deformity gradually disappears. 
When children attend school they 
begin to value their strong bodies 
and sturdy limbs. They ‘love :' to 
play with their fellows as - equals, 
without the miserable consclousness 
of some physical defect. Children

He no longer 
dismisses the enquirer as a 
‘radical’,’ He can't.” There are 
many reasons for this ‘change, 
but without question some of 
them are to be found in the fact 
that President Roosevelt has im- 
pressed his sincerity’ and his 
liberal outlook on the . majority 
of the people—this in spite of 
the facts that he thas uttered 
sentiments which would have 
been regarded as_ultra-revolu- 
“onary during the fanatical 
anti-Red period that followed 
the Great War.

L WONDER how ‘many of us’ keep 
n garden medicine chest, Yet 
even the best regulated garden {s 
sure to need doctoring. on occasion, 
and some of :the remedies for com- 
mon complaints are very'simple. Of 
course, the gardener can buy patent 
proprictary cures for most. things, 
But these are apt to -be expensive, 
and most simple remedies enn _ be 
made at home, 

There Is soot. It is excelicnt for 
keeping slugs off. precious plants, 
und.a sprinkling between rows of 
carrot may help to keep the carrot 
fly away. ‘I know nothing better for 
an anaemic lawn than, o dressing of 
soot, 

Lime (carbonate, not quicklime) # 


every third year or so keeps the soil 
sweet. But remember not to lime 
the beds of rhododendrons and other 
acld-loving plants, 

For. mildew, a sprinkling of flowers 
of sulphur ls'as effectual ns more. 
elaborate trentment, so the medicine 
cheats should always contalr: some of 


When the lawn grows Re, per= 
manganate of potash (at the rate of. 
a good tcnspoonful to two gallons of 
water) Idlls the moss, .and can be.

And in the form 
of paraffin emulsion, it is the enslest 
and cheapest cure for green fly ond 
black fly. 


To prepare the emulsion, mix 44 
Ib soft soap, 1 quart boiling water, 
1 pint paraffin.. Stir or whisk this 
mixture until it becomes a_ creamy 
emulsion. It can be bottled . ond 
used os required at the rate of half 
a'pint to two gallons of water, > 
For ‘uo harmless weed-killer, salt 
Is quite good, either . npplicd In 
solutlan or sprinkled dry on paths,
